Following the incident, \[^^^B^F^MS^¥^^k wrote a letter (appendix C) 
requesting that we conouc^ar^nquir^t^see that Dale Henley is no 
longer connected with Scouting functions. 

After this letter, I contacted Council President, Richard M. "Dick" Tipton 
and Vice-President, Drue Lundy, who resides i n the s ame town with 
Scout Berry. We scheduled a meeting with the ^^^^ parents on July 
17th, ^8^:o discuss allegation in this matter. During this meeting, 
Scout || described the incident which took place at Camp Tallaha. 
It became obvious that poor judgement had been used by the adult in- 
volved. The recommendations of Tipton and Lundy was that the staff 
member be asked to sever his ties with the Boy Scouts of America. 

Tipton, also, asked the ^SBWj parents to contact our Council Attorney, 
Harvey Henderson, and schedule a meeting whereby an affidavit couid 
be drawn up concerning the incident. They met with our attorney on 
July 25th. 

Following that meeting, a letter was written to Henley (appendix B) 
from Tipton. A meeting was scheduled on August 20, 1985 at 2:50 p.m. 
in the Mississippi Power s Light conference room in Cleveland with Henley, 
Tipton, and me. During this meeting, Tipton shared with Henley the 
results of the inquiry surrounding the incident and stated he was very 
surprised and disappointed to learn of his actions. Tipton then presented 
him with the letter and asked him to read it. 

When Henley finished reading the letter, he stated he was sorry the 
incident happened and that he understood how his actions could have 
been misconstrued. He realized the seriousness and implications of the 
letter but would certainly accept it as written. Tipton shared with 
Henley his rights regarding a further review concerning the incident. 
Henley said a further review would not be necessary. Tipton recommended 
that Henley seek professional help. 

Being no further business our meeting was adjourned.

We are writing to lodge a formal complaint against one 
Dale Henley, who was a staff member at Camp Tall aha when 
our son Bjjgj attended last week. Under the guise of 
applying medication to chigger bites, Henley touched the 
boy's genitals in such a way thaifl who is eleven- 
years -old and has been cautidned concerning sexual 
molestation, became very frightened and upset* ;*hen 
confronted, Henley denied any sexual misconduct, but 
admitted that he had, perhaps, used "poor judgement." 
tie are convinced that he behaved exacxly in the manner 
described by our son, who has a history of being truthful 
and who has had enough education concerning child 
molestation to know when someone is making improper advanc 

Henley was dismissed from his staff position after the 
incident. However, we are concerned that this man has 
been at Camp Taliaha for two years and that, still in 
Scouting, he may be in a position to frighten and intimida 
other young boys. 2ven if one gives credence to his claim 
that he simply used poor judgement, we contend that a man 
who uses this extreme type of faulty judgement should not 
be in a leadership position in Scouting.

State of Mississippi, and that he is 11 years old and that he is a boy scout in 
Troop 91 of Belzoni, Mississippi and that the following is a true and correct state- 
ment of events occurring at Camp Tallaha Friday, June 28, 1985, to-wit: 

1 had been at Camp Tallaha for six days. On June 28 I was in the 
Trading Post getting some things when the Colonel commented on how many 
chigger bites I had. The people in the Trading Post at the time were the Colonel, 
his wife, Dale Henley, and myself. Dale asked me why I didn't go into the Health 
Lodge and let him put some medicine on the bites, and 1 said okay. 

He took me in and told me to get on the table. Then he shut the door. 
At first he put the medicine, using a cotton ball, on my arms, legs, stomach, and 
back. Then he said "There's a chigger," and it was right along my waistline. 
He keep going lower and lower until my pants were down. I felt very uncomfortable. 
Then he pulled my buttocks apart, first one side and then the other, and still put 
medicine there, even though there were no chiggers. 

Then the Colonel's wife came in to see how I was doing. Dale commented 
on how many chiggers 1 had. When the Colonel's wife walked back out I got off the 
table to walk out. But Dale said to wait and come into the bathroom. When I did 
he locked the door. He told rne to drop my drawers. By this time I was scared. 
Then he started putting medicine on my penis and told me to "lift my balls". I did 
and he put medicine where there were no chiggers. Then I pulled my pants up and 
got out of there fast.
